Most all the wealth of the race has been amassed 
by the older Negroes. Most of those acquiring 
enviable rank and station In life are the Negroes 
who were once slaves. 

Knowing Ltic heritage of unfinished Labor to be 
left to the younger generation, knowing that the 
denial of the prophecy in question Is ultimately 
in their hands: we must prepare them well for the 
task of making great a race and pulling to naught 
the taunts of its scoffers, * 

The elements of success In the Negro must be 
developed that they be not Inert* dormant; that lie 
burv not his talents or by dissuse lose them; but 
rather turn to account each faculty for good, di¬ 
rected in right channels, and tend upward and 
onxvanl to true success. 

It has been done in his case so far, and more no 
with others* Look nt I he former condition of the 
Jews, Haled* despised, pariahs; now’ Influential* 
successful, ismerful. They educated their youth 
to use his talents* they developed in 1dm the c7e* 
ments of success, thus,os generations passed by 
acquiring wealth, rank and position In life coveted 
by their neighbors. 



Brains minus energy and education to employ 
them are valueless. 

We must get something that other races want. 

When Ihc Negro farmer has produce, the mar¬ 
kets of the world will forget Ills race identity. 

We want lands, houses, property of value, and 
arc not a part of governmental prosperity until we 
acquire these; and to be Industrially educated is 
one recourse by which thi* may be done. 

I am happy to know that the plan of Industrial 
education for the Negro is rapidly gaining ground; 
Tor through It thousands are to he put Into the way 
of making an honest, honorable living, of being the 
embodiment of success. 

A skilled Negro contractor could take bids in 
any town, take his chances as a man, and earn 
money. The question with many employers would 
be* “Can he do the work as welt, and as chcap|)%„ 
or cheaper than anyone else?" *Tls a business, 
matter pure ami simple- 

Such schools as Tuskegee and Hampton will do 
more to solve this great problem than resolutions, 
agitations and soldier)'. This with Intellectual 
education causing the Negro to live upoi^an as 
elevated plane ns any other race* thuscommanding 
respect: moral education making him a peaceable, 
desirable citlicn and neighbor are the only rounds 
in the ladder by which to scale Ihc barriers to oor 
future racial success,

The predicted relapse into barbarism needs no 
discussion, as lime has in itself proved the falsity 
of that statement, and If lie come from a barbarous 
ancestry more and more as tile antiquities recede, 
slowly but surely lto paraphrase Holmes) thanks 
be to God: lie has built more stately ^mansions as 
the swift seasons rolled, left the low vaulted past, 
each succeeding temple nobler than the last lias 
shut him from heaven with dome more vast, with 
structure tall and grand, with foundation still more 
deep anil strong.

himself and loved ones: thus being no longer sus¬ 
ceptible to the influence of the designing political 
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juggkrof lo-Uay, Then his emancipation also his 
enfranchisement become a benediction. 

The welfare of the nation demands this, Of the 
world } ask, is this not more Christian than shoot¬ 
ing him at the polls for desiring to vote? Did not 
the Continental fathers invoke God*s blessings uj>- 
on their efforts and their postering Then because 
in the Negro's breast heat aspirations, desires, 
ambitions kindred to j ours, do him no harm. 

Fifth—That devoid of every principle of man¬ 
hood, the lives of fancied enemies and even his 
friends and theirs was in jeopardy unless he was 
subjected to treatment wholly Incompatible with 
that guaranteed by a free government.

four years while my father fought with the armies 
that barred his freedom, slept every night at my 
mother'** chamber door, holding her and her 
children as safe as If her husband slood guard,and 
ready to lay down his humble life on her thres¬ 
hold, * A thousand torches would have dis¬ 
banded every Southern army, but mil one was 
lighted, * * I rejoice that when freedom came 
to him after years of waitlng t It was all the sweeter 
because the black hands from which the shackles 
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fell were stainless of a single crime against the 
helpless ones confided to his care/' Is not this 
sufficient denial? May I digress? 


Concerning lynching for fancied crimes, I say 
that any man guilty should be most severely dealt 
with, no commiseration, but aside from the almost 
universality with which it wrongs the accused ‘tis 
brutality subverting law* disgracing civilization, 
sinning before God, And shouting, hanging, burn¬ 
ing the Negro on mere suspicion Is a crime sur¬ 
passing Spanish cruelty In Cuba, that perpetra¬ 
ted on Siberia's milling slaves or the suffering 
Armenians, These things musl not, cannot 
always be. While lasting, who cannot sec the 
, Goddess of Liberty with face fair ami form divine 
chained alive to the foul, dlseiscd, dead, slenching 
corpse of mocked add murdered Justice? 

1 know the Negro \ H not always guilty, but admit* 
ling such to be the case, the doing away with this 
condition, the one palh leading away from It, In 
education* i 

An educated Negro citizenship would greatly do 
away wHirSlueliof the prejudice against the Negro

With returning ships or cablegram comes nvus 
of Negroes kf( on foreign shores to die faraway 
from loved ones; how, no one can fell* 

With the ignorance and poverty and other con¬ 
ditions among us, vve could not establish and make 
Lasting anything hut a mockery on government. 
We cannot all go at once; who shall go nml who 
shall May? If we slay as a race, will llic time 
come when "Ethiopia shall suddenly stretch forth 
her hands to God?" Will the better dqy of the 
san guined nr a me r d awn? Y e s. 

The educator is the hope of the race., It is here 
I take my stand* Educating Is the only lever by 
which we arc to he raised* If upon the ruck, edu¬ 
cation, we build our church, the very gales of hell 
shall not prevail against us. “In tjuj world there 
is nothing great but man; in man'nothlng great 
but mind,* 1 

We must prove our worth and thus we create a 
sentiment favorable to us hy becoming an educat¬ 
ed, prosperous, rising people. 

Every clluen nf a government should he an aux¬ 
iliary toils progress, and unless we educate and 
make noticeable advancement, perceptible prog¬ 
ress, we are not an auxiliary, rol necessary to the 
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progress of this government any more so than oth¬ 
er non-pmgressive peoples in America, 

Our orators may rival Cicero, JJossuet, Demos¬ 
thenes or Webster; our legislatures may pass 
measure after measure purporting to guarantee 
the Negro civil rights: but just as in tjie past, with 
out a corresjKinding sentiment, these are In vain* 
'I he intellects of the masses, dwarfed 1*3* super- 
sillkm, Ignorace and such impediment^ are unable 
to remove the blights of life, removable unl3 T by the 
influence of education—Industrial, intellectual and 
moral* 

Education alone is, as I have said, conducive to 
moral worth. How can a man knowing nut right, 
do the right? 

The ancients, whiting nway moments not given 
to service of haughty rulers, drew Images of men 
and beasts upon the sun-dried bricks, ami In juxta¬ 
position to these I would place the living marble 
made all but more than human hy the artistic stroke 
of the Greek sculptor; and as the difference be¬ 
tween the brute* man product of the huff-savage 
mid the man-Cwl product of the classic Greek de¬ 
votee lo art* we see the man with and without a 
trained intellect—with and tvhhout education* 

No race of educated people can Unmade under- 
lings to their compeers. 

The educated man Is well rounded, Industrially, 

Eii tell re lordly and morally* The axiomatic prin¬ 
ciple, ll Jn union there I* strength,” is applicable to 
v 1,11 nElceH - Unless wu become uneducated unit, we 
ns a race must he weak ami divided. 
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To be an educated people in that for which GchI 
asks us (hat we owe la ourselves 

While our leaders h/bor for our weal, let the rank 
and flic oi llie race cease tlieir criticism of and op¬ 
position to these leaders; but learn to. trust and 
encourage them, thus making lighter and more de¬ 
sirable the great task ot elevating them ami their 
childre n, 

I have confidence in my race and believe that 
- when taught the right, the Negro will do the right; 
when shown his defects will strive with lmncst ef¬ 
fort to remedy them; when shou'n his interest, work 
for it; and as in the past, when taught his ilutj*, 
do it. 

These can result alone from industrial, intel¬ 
lectual and moral education. 

The Negro will then alike appreciate his race and 
his honor. 

Negro will be spelled with one "g" and n Idg "N." 
These present undesirable conditions will have gone 
glimmering Into the past. 

Through education: “Down the dark future, 
through long generations * * 1 hear once more 
the voice of Christ say, peace." Through It all 
men will some day acknowledge the brotherhood of 
man and the fatherhood of God. Do not think the 
Negro doomed to be a failure,—-"A mighty vessel 
foundered In the calms its freight half given to the 
world." 

I love my race, I am more than proud of the Ne¬ 
gro's achievements. 
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Though he has at times been recreant (and to 
other races who upbraid and condemn us, I say, 
"Physician, heal thi'sclf") lie lias more often been 
true as steel ami Faithful unto death. When called 
to high ofltccH of trust, at times found wanting, he 
has oftener returned front.^Uic field of battle 
trophied with honor and credit tin denied and un¬ 
deniable. 

1 do not believe him forcVifr doomed to be a 

pariah, a wanderer, an outcast, a failure. Not Noll 
Noli.! 

Through education by God's help a brighter 
day will dawn; and though he be shot, hanged, 
burned, all but driven from this country, fnbrlced 
by ills labor and Ills blood, with the history of bis 
doings (meager though it be) erased, every etilgy 
(few as they are) shattered, though he lias not 
where to lay his head, while the "fowls ot the air 
have nestH and the foxes have holes"—still his 
deeds, monumental Inllieir greatness, shall live in 
the stories of unborn millions Df the many cen¬ 
turies yet undnwnvd.

Abraham Lincoln, the man, is within himself re¬ 
markable. lie was in every way nn unusual pci son- 
- age; tall, so much so as to seem grotesque In figure, 

^ six feet four inches In height, gaunt, Hioopintfi in 
nny crowd ntlenlion would be attracted 1^ his 
nigged stature and homely, noble face. A clout in 
physhine anil strength, careless as to habits of 
dress, resultant of his early circumstances—lie 
everywhere was always earnest, honest Abraham 
Lincoln. A saddened countenance betraying his 
sorrows, trials nod the sorrows of a bandaged race 
and shackled nation, all presaged hi* comini: 
martyrdom (lesser ns lo responsibilities and divin¬ 
ity only) when compared to Ilial of Jeous Christ 
1800 years before. Yet, weighed by these griefs, 
he undismayed, undaunted struggled on, and while 
tile gathering shadows of tile rebellion lowered and 
weighty questions breaking the constitution and 
eating out the life of America's statesmen were his 
daily occupation, he wrought out hope's fruition 
such ns we enjoy to-day. Some argue that lie was 
an accident, hut accidents do not leave their 
Imprint nnd Impress ujwn the world ns did this 
man. -Pigmy ifiants strutted their brief hour Uffon 
the since and passed away, They were accidents 
of fortune, lint, out of the fires o( Ills dny and lime, 
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out t>( the blackness of suffering's night stands 
lliat fitutv, lira nil and peculiar, without oil imitator 
before or since bis day. Such men are nut acci¬ 
dents, Mr, Lincoln’s greatness comes not alone ns 
a result of innate ten Ins anil ] tower, but from 
years of patient toll. When others slept, he was 
studying, searching; when oihrrs were trilling, he 
was at thought; when others Idled, he wns at loll ~ 
he had learned the vnllie of time. 'Twits thus he 
struggled on, VVlmt on inspiration to omhifton in 
all future time! This shrewd. self-taught man— 
-whether catching a few brief moments between the 
furrows he was plowing, or at night by the light 
of pine-knots In the bach woods of the primeval 
forest while the howling winds through the forest 
giants hrohe the midnight stillness or chanted 
strange melodics broken only by (he bear's growl 
or the wolf’s lonely howl, or In his Humble low office 
at Springfield, ur the mansion nl mir CnpHoh-wns 
drinking deep from the well of knowledge, prepar¬ 
ing his lines for the great singe-play in which he 
was to be the central actor nnd win applause from 
the world'smHIh'ne; applause to be si Hied only when 
the ungelnf eternity shall forever ring the curtnln 
down for all the earth. These lessons nr perwitgr- 
nnec he carried into the profession of Inw, ns his 
keen, analytical mind early gnve out Hie maid of 
Ills mental bias. Walking for miles to burrow law- 
books and study these at night and return them in 
the morning, he works his way to grcnlncH* mid 
honor. Taking time to unravel Ihc most complex 
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ijueslhms tor the benefit of those around him; his 
mile un let lured com peers knew that in Lincoln 
they had one who could and would lead them to the 
light. 

Ik was one of the plain people, they trusted fiimt 
(ind he never forsook them, The name of Lincoln 
was a synnnym lor honesty, *1 he little Salem 
post-office of which lie hail been post rims kr had 
been discontinued. Ik was offlines afterward 
compelled to borrow money upon which to live} but 
when several years after the government represen¬ 
tative came around to have a settlement, Lincoln 
produced an old blue suck nnd poured out t« the 
amount of sixteen or eighteen dollars, the Identical 
money with which the neighbors lmd purchased 
slumps—he had not touched n penny. What nn 
example of honesty Tor the politician tewiny. Once 
hi n lawsuit he needed thirty thousand dollars for 
a tew hours for the purpose of making a legal ten¬ 
der for his client, lie walked out of the court room 
across the street: and It was handed him at once, 
without security of any kind. In a few hours lie 
returned nnd neither he nur the banker took no¬ 
tice of the Incident. He had so lived llinl lie could 
be trusted. To-day banks re<|iilre gilt-edged 
security many times the amount loaned. Son"-* 
nsk could such have been to-day? Yes, If men 
taught ami wrought ns did honest Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, and every man rcnllied as Pope, aH 
honest pan's tbf noblest work of Go.l. Sooncr be a dog 
and liny the moon, sooner be a worm and writhe on 
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llic ground, sooner have tin? body i]unr(ered cmd 
burned and the ashes tossed by l lie litre Kc+ Nor ill* 
South* Hast ami Went, with name forgotten, with 
oblivion cj&sing o'er him ami dying out, ignobly rot 
a* carrion oil the wayside plain than do n deni that 
bore the millionth 4 iart of perfidy and dishonor* 
This was the character of Abraham Lincoln. 

Of mercy he had plenty, the kind that robs 
justice of its sting, and gives mortal visions of 
the Heaven to be. Hand In band with mercy 
ran bin sympathy and low* These struggled 
for the highest seat In his noble heart. Whether 
wading the Icy water to carry across a whining 
pci dog left behind; or returning six mites over the 
hot, dusty road to he covered with mud In hi* ef¬ 
forts to rescue n pig In the mire; nr clearing Tree 
the widow's kmi; or pardoning the hoy condemned 
to death for sleeping at Ills jiost in war time* or 
praying and. weeping in the hospitals over the 
maimed, bleeding* wounded, dying and dead of the 
benlen, broken army of either side; or delivering 
fiery denunciations of sin and wrong nt the bar; 
or stating a case so plainly that those who run muv 
read; or listening to the petition of the lowly and 
oppressed; or taking to ills heart the downtrodden 
of every condition; or weighing the most complex 
problems-of state In the executive mansion; or 
dying a martyr's death: lie was the same merciful, 
Chrlst-llke man—n law unto himself, the un¬ 
heralded, the unapproachable forever—Abraham 
Lincoln* €? 
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\/ H living for others, dying for others, accom¬ 
plishing the greatest good for humanity Is to be 
considered greatness; then Abraham Llnculn Is the 
greatest man In American history* and among the 
greatest Iluil ever lived: and our loftiest pane¬ 
gyrics are hut wasted words nod our eulogies and 
encomium*but idle prattle that essay lo do justice 
to his memory. The Declaration of Independence 
was defective, and wliljuufl Ills work the experiment 
of self-government was to he u failure.

We have represented un our program for the 
present session, the heads of four Negro colleges, 
with high schools and academies In all ihe large 
dtles, with public schools in every town, hamlet 
and country district all working with unisoned ef¬ 
fort to make Imperial Missouri greater, a race no¬ 
bler ami a nation Torever secure. I am a native of 
Missouri and with jusrpridc call lids name. 

As educators we are working hand In hand for 
the advancement of our state- We should be to 
get her In aspiration* together in aim. together in 
the hope for an unclouded-future. Man ingrowing 
man is broadening; on ward, ever onward Is the cry 
echoing from out the centuries. Progress Is the 
law of life- Says Emerson; "Men walk as pro¬ 
phecies of the next age." "Men cease to interest 
us when we find their limitations/ 1 

In keeping with this spirit which yields to the 
demands of progress in every phase of Immnn life 
and human endeavor, there must he* theye Is an 
evolution necessitating heroic work on the part of 
^ those who train the youth. The Anal culmination 
of the world's desire Is to be achieved by reason of 
this progress such progress Is best insured when 
men are just to themselves and just to each other. 
Who can Inculcate those principles that lend to 
the promptings of justice an can the teacher? lie 
stands alone In tills great work. The mind of the 
youth susceptible to any and every Influence is given 
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into his bands hourly, daily and yearly by the con¬ 
fiding parent- Tbh joutb whose destiny Ihc 
leather controls is lo he the future cilucn pano¬ 
plied with the cit'uen’s rights. 

The cilircn lays* the greslrsl foundation for use¬ 
fulness by an absolutely pure anil unselfish char* 
acler. as the elevation of national character is 
wholly dependent upon the supremacy of Hi moral 
character, Froude says! ‘‘Do we clearly know in 
what a nation's greatness consists? Vihetlicr it 
be crest or little depends entirely upon the sort of 
men and women it ts producing. A sound nation 
& a nation composed of sound brine*, healthy in 
body, slronc of limb, true in word and deed;brave, 
sober, temperate, chaste; lo whom morals are of 
more importance than wealth or knowledge; where 
duty is first and the right* of men arc second; 
where. In short, men crow up and live and work, 
ha vine in them what our ancestors called tbf/fjr of 
God, Therefore, all wise statesmen look first to 
the effect which Is being produced on character; 
and institutions, cal lines, occupations, bnbits and 
methods of life are measured and estimated first 
and beyond every other consideration by this 
test," For us as a nation should come a rich Icons 
character first, as without the same we bavc no 
real greatness or abiding pence. 

We speak in our great country of the liberty of 
conscience; but letll be forever understood that we 
demand the rtgnancy of an educated conscience 
before we admit of the same. Why spend millions 
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fur legislation if our system and idea of education is 
in error? This wrong, all is wrong. In what do 
we differ from the nations receding? In our edu¬ 
cation, our growth of soul. We need fear nothing 
so much as an aristocracy of vice; the rise of this 
clans means the death of nil others, as all our lib¬ 
erty end* where mural wrong begins. 

in America we arc our own sovereigns, we rule 
ourselves. Itow,. save by education, may we have 
the reign of the wise? We need fear neither for¬ 
eign immigration, no matter what the caste; nor 
foreign invasion; nor sectional uprising, domestic 
strife; nor that ill begotten child of perdition—an¬ 
archy, „wblch must be stamped out forever; nor 
any national woe; when the educator, untrammelcd 
and free, works for the inculcation of all that is 
noble and aspiring into the mind of our youth. 
How appropriate seem the words of cx-P resident- 
Cleveland at the memorial nervices held in Prince¬ 
ton In respect to the memory of Wm. McKinley, 
one Df the noblest men of earth. Said he: “There is 
it most serious lesson for all of us in the tragedy 
of our late President's death. If we arc to cscape 
further attacks upon our peace and security we 
must boldly and resolutely grapple with ihc monster 
of anarchy. It is not a thing that we can leave to 
be dealt with by party or partisanship. Nothing 
can guarantee us against Its menace except Ihc 
teaching and practice of (he best citiicnshlp, the 
exposure of the ends and alms of the gospels of 

discontent and hatred of social order, and the brave 

enactment and execution of repressive laws. 
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- ‘The wmvtrhilits dxul eel keen cannot rcfuwi i<* 

itrin In the battles against the Icndendesu! anarchy. 
Their help in discovering ami warring against the 
relationship between the vicious councils of deeds 
of blood, and their steady ini' Influence upon the 
elements of unrest cannot fail to be of Inestimable 
value."

The assassination, murder, cabal, and internecine 
strife seen dally everywhere arc uftimenthc result 
c[ communistic Ideas permeating the life of these.

The causes that lead to a rectifying of human¬ 
ity's Ills must he the result or a growth of sen¬ 
timent having Its hopes centered In the words

I observe here that the greatest efforts for re¬ 
form socially, for the betterment of the oppressed 
of earth have come from efTorfs to pul In force the 
teachings of Him who died to make men holy* 

‘Twns the golden rule that turned humanity's 
batteries on slavery ami wiped the tears from the 
the faces of four million slaves? It will be the golden 
rule In force, when It comes, that will make the 
whitest man and the blackest man of America 
‘ shake hands and say "Verily all w-c arc brethren"* 

Daniel Webster once said, "Where have the life- 
giving waters of civilisation ever sprung up* save In 
the track of the Christian ministry?" Further said 
hut U I contend that no literary efforts, no adjudi¬ 
cations* no constitutional discussions, nothing that 
has ever been done or said in favor of the great 
interest of universal man, has done this country 
more crcdll at home and abroad than our body of 1 
clergymen."

greatness—-the result of goodness. We have 
fenrnctl tills; that men can only lie iniule wise and 
strung from Interna] Cannes working outward 
from which an awakened conscience arouses to 
the duties before one. 

The work of Drmnmond and others Is Inking 
root. Men are believing that otba-hm Instead or 
stlf-iwt should dominate the human soul. Huxley 
says. “Social progress means ji cheeking of the 
cosmic progress at every step and a substUutlun 
(or it of anther which may he called-the ethical 
progress; the end of which Is not the survival of 
those Who may happen to he fittest lit respect to 
the whole of the conditions which exist, butol those 
who are ethically the best. 

As I have already urged, the practice of that 
which Is ethically the best—what we call goodness 
or virtue'-Involves n course of conduct which, in 
alt respects, is opposed to Hint which lends to suc¬ 
cess in the cosmic struggle for existence. In place 
' 0 ( ruthless self-assertion it demands self-rest mint, 
in place of thrusting aside or treadingdown nil com¬ 
petitors, It requires that the Individual shall not 
merely respect but shall help his fcllowni its in¬ 
fluence Is directed not so much to the survival of 
the fittest as to the fitting of as many as possible to 
survive. 

Laws and moral precepts arc directed to the end 
of curbing the r os mi € progress and reminding the 
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Individual of his duty to the community, to the 
protection and influence of which he owes, tf nut 
existence Itself at least the lifc ° r »°mcthing 
better than a brutal savage" * 

Tlicre to no mnn better wltimted to cry Bitmd 
this doctrine and to assist In works of reform, in 
Illiteracy, vice and crime than the minister. The 
tenement-house question, than which there Is 
none more vital must be handled successfully unless 
we would have these everlasting breeders of crime 
and misery. This leads to another question, the 
sequence or the same, prison reform- We reform 
very little if any by our methods, Wu cunykt, 
condemn, degrade, disgrace and cast Into prison 
the-unfortunate. We know not what he has re¬ 
sisted either in environments, lack of opportunity 
or hereditary trails. He meets in prison only 
others going downward. Such tactics mean not 
reform. Men reach no hearts thus. In the prison 
stockade and by the peonage system men beat and 
lash Into submission, Oftlmes there is a spark of 
genius extinguished there, a soul that might be 
touched is hardened more and wc see the subject 
turned out again into the world helpless, friendless 
to sink into other vices- Increased criminality 
proves that punishment does little as a preventa¬ 
tive of crime In Its fullest’ sense. Some man must 
strive to help. Let it be the man who has studied 
or who should study and know the effect of phy¬ 
sical states anil conditions upon psychological 
eccentricities and tendencies, let it be the work 
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of the man who nays, V /a/te.' ifm triu r*im/ to writ 
/l> sjtv fiu/ xrtifb u\j * Joj/, 

A discussion cjf theijucstlon of material or indus¬ 
trial conditions is proper; since these I a rifely effect 
sodal conditions. 

The tendency toward socialism or the clamoring 
for common ownership of everything Is ns unrea¬ 
sonable an Us antipode—the enriching of the wealthy 
and the impoverishing of the poor* The war be¬ 
tween labor and capital, between poverty and gold 
is not the ideal relationship to exist between the 
man In the office and the man at (he forge. The 
employer and the employee must understand each 
other better. In this nge of strenuous struggle for 
wealth and lust for power it Is an hopeful sign that 
we are learning that wealth is not all, that men are 
striving to give to the most worthy causes the 
wealth accumulated during years of toil and saerF 
tkc, The Cosmopolitan of some time ago saldi 
‘'The mere accumulathin of money, the most Intri¬ 
cate problem in organUxtion, the most difficult in 
finance, Is as child 1 * piny compared with the oppor¬ 
tunities offered by the problem of distribution. * * 
Former generations could not well undertake to 
solve the problem of how tu distribute wealth when 
Ibey had not yet learned how to-create H* Pro¬ 
gress In this direction was slow pntll science began 
to gain students. Time has come when a real 
virile, clean-cut Idea Is all-powerful In politics, In 
education, (n religion, In business* It should be 
understood at once that no man or set of men Is 


powerful enough to combat one just idea* 'I lie 
time is practically here when no mao will dare to 
form a business enterprise that will not bear wlial 
Mr, Roosevelt culls publicity. He muni expect to 
have his scheme, If ll involves the subscription of 
capital, eventually submitted to dose analysis by 
the public. From hour to hour ivc-hear the crash 
of edHides built upon the stupidity and pride of 
the centuries. This Is to be pre-eminently the 
century of Innovation 1 '. These innovations can be 
in out si end Idly made in part by multi-mil Ilona ries 
who are studying how to give best for humanity s 
good. 

We are smuggling away from a condition Victor 
Hugo points of the England of a half century ago. 
Said Ulu "England creates Wealth wonderfully; she 
distributes It badly.

this employer heart Venice, Else cyc-fttrricc and 
mutual distrust and disregard must ensue,inviting 
final ruin* Withcatholic spirit philanthropists of 
the Carnegie and Rockefeller type arc giving to 
the cause of education and culture opportunities 
undreamed of until a short lime ago, 

^A-uhivrnol demand must go over the world for 
arf enlargement of this spirit. This can but event¬ 
uate into a mutual confidence between man and 
man, * 

It Is unreservedly admitted that most or our ills 
arise from a misunderstanding oT (he real motives 
anil heart-throbs of each other and a relatively 
great disregard for the actual needs and satisfac¬ 
tion of our fellows* That in the province of crea¬ 
tion we are all-yoke-fellows only the Ignorant or 
prejudiced deny; but in the fulfillment of brother¬ 
hood's demands Its scope is limited greatly- by 
mam Is there one to-day who can see aught but a 
belter era?

Onl of this effectual effort for improvement ban 
come the acknowledgement tha; CSod ginr* man 
certain Inalienable rights—Ufc, liberty and the pur¬ 
suit of happiness—auJ that the man who over-ride* 
or usurp* these 1* wo rue than a thief ami a mur¬ 
derer* Christ taught the duty of man to man* To 
this more and more we must come. The sea-born 
catr, the rolling plain fnrhundredh of ye a fn haw 
brought the echo of the tocsin of wur^-bul the 
wars of this latter day have not been for the sport 
and rest of kingly murderer*;they are the result* of 
some dispute as relate* to the liberties of a people 
who would no longer be enslaved* Do you not read 
of petitions, bills of rights, patriots and martyrs? 

What means this other limn the oncoming strug¬ 
gle of the centuries— the struggle for liberty? 

Armed warriors have rndted away like wax be¬ 
fore the taper, or hava In turn massacred the babti_ 
in arms along with the sage In efforts to destroy the

Kings have threatened and with hoarse vojcu

Peonage, the land lease system, the denial of the

President Elliot recently said, "We ought to in¬ 
sist upon the fundamentally moral character of the 
Issues of the hour. The national issues which to¬ 
day most conspicuously agitate public opinion arc 
at the bottom moral questions, and they will never 
be permanently settled until they arc settled ac¬ 
cording to the requirements of right feeling, broth¬ 
erly sympathy, and Impartial justice.

The discussion of all the ills or remedial plans 
for abetter stnle is but futile If the moral or spirit¬ 
ual condition of the individual ond hence the state 
or nation Is neglected. This work of the minister 
Is commonly conceded to be along the lints of heart¬ 
moulding nud spiritual development.

The hope of till this moralizing and the propa¬ 
gation of these religious themes is lo the end that 
to the spiritualty bihut man rvfty tsbtrf all sky and 
star, all river nnd land, all earth tmd sea, nil valley 
ami mou nlaEn^ll ocean-swell and foam-capped wave, 
all hieroglyphic rock, nil roaring Niagara, all con¬ 
tinent wild and free or civilitcd, all boundless time 
with its lights and shadows, Us changes and coun* 
ter-changcs, all Joys, sorrows and suffering for a 
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while and filial ccstacy shall show to him the beauty 
of holiness, the righteousness that ciaUeth ana- 
lion, the completeness of creation's plan, Ihe great¬ 
ness of God, 

*Tis evidently apparent to the casual observer 
that to a fulfillment of these vast demands strung 
men alone can labor. 

They trumpet to hearers strong of brain and 
keenly alive to every movement time lms pla 3 ’ed 
and is plnjdng on the boards of the flying years. 
The hearers have books, libraries, and facilities for 
learning; or Its opposite, ignorance and dullard 
brains* Both classes must be reached* To-day's 
listeners many times surpass yesterday's preach¬ 
ers. The preacher while expecting much of his 
hearers, for more than could the Apostle Paul ex¬ 
pect of his bearers; must also as a preacher be a 
powerful man, an almost universal scholar and s|u- 
dcnl* 

The theologies and languages must not be all, 
there still remain the magazines, the periodicals, 
the books that tell of to-day's life and efforts. 
Questions of finance, of industrial war, of equity 
and Jurisprudence alt contribute to the sum total 
of a wide range of thought be Is expected to know* 

The work of the ministry Is changing every day. 
The demands made by new conditions arc for new 
methods. The ministers who today are lifting the 
load arc (hose who arc applying the gospel of Jesus 
Christ to modern things by modern means. The 
Importance of this work Is never magnified* 1 ask 
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cji doca a writer* 'Is nt>l the beauty of your uwett 
children left in wretchedness and disgrace, white 
with belter honor, nature clothes the brood of the 
bird in its ne*l, and the suckling of wolf in her den? 
And does not every winter’s snow robe wbal you 
have not robed and shroud what yon have not 
shrouded; and every winter's wind bear up to 
hraren its wasted souls to witness against ymi 
hereafter*by the voice of their Christ-- 1 / utff fljknt 
j*U rr rJWfcfJ m* nof ?' The idea is today extant and 
justly so that ihe Hiblc is better understood 
through deeds than sayings, "Be ye also doers of 
■ Ihc word,*' 

To this work of practical preachment arc asy¬ 
lums, homes for fallen, rescue societies and parties 
of reform committed, Pioneering these must 
be the work of Ihc pulpii In the progress of the 
world toward better days, 

I have pitched my theme upon the broad plane of 
the Fj/fvr'fooJ of GoJ aw J /hr hrotberbo^f of mjn. 
This would make the work of the Negro minister 
lose its Identity as a racial effort and place a ban 
upon any ivho could think of excluding from God's 
plan of salvation any of God’h creatures The 
dreamer may picture It as it should bet the practi¬ 
cal man of affairs pictures it as It is. The equality 
of creation has been rendered a non-equality by 
man. The moral or sout-saring work of both the 
white and Negro pulpit is identical with God; be fore 
HI* bar Ibcy stand on an equal footing* while with 
man they walk only partially together. There is 
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no question however but that the work of the Nc* 
gro minister must no further than that of the while 
brother. His Is Ihc greater obstacle to overcome, 
the heavier load to bear. 

Sociologically more of degradation to meet* less 
of intelligence upon which to work* less of means 
with which to work. The J Idea of means with 
which to w*ork involves a practical plan of salvation 
by the changing of the environment of^tke one to 
be saved* Why should not thfc beast refurn to the 
wallow when the wallow is left so near? However,

Politically the Negro minister is circumscribed 
as his constituency in a great measure is divested 
of all political rights. His labors in thdr behalf 
will however under the law of compensation cause 
, the Negro to secure education and propcrLy to 
meet the qualification to vote* Ufa preachment and 
• battle for their civic rights will not deter him from 
admonishing them to try by true worth to remove 
any embargoes now laid in their way because of al¬ 
leged inferiority* Industrially and materially he 
must also* on the higher grounds outlined for the 
mlnlaterof all, labor for humanity altogether, tkun 
pleasing God; he must In os great a degree make 
industrial openings for his own by teaching them 
to prepare for opportunities to be opened. 

The white minister can preach for lov$ of em¬ 
ployer and employee avoiding strikes, the other 
may do Oils but ho must often do more—preach 
that the striker who will not work shall not at- 
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tempt to malt real thereof his race who. would 
work, Ills work channel with locality and envi¬ 
ronment] liut ht must adjust himself to alb Uelng 
closer In touch with the great mass of people he 
can be preacher* teacher, pioneer, leader, states¬ 
man, all. While doing work In general for the 
church at\d of the church-** he must he the Conner* 
vntive, artful, spvrillc worker who wins men's 
hearts (black or white) and does not anger God. 
While preaching no special gospel he must ac¬ 
centuate phases of the same. Ills work—pioneer, 
missionary, constructive, deals with the problem 
of the resurrection of n race. 

What shall the harvest be? That tjuerttlnn asks 
the toller, the artisan, the social leader, Ihb states* 
man, the churchman, the races of earth, black and 
white. With men of the proper mould at work— 
reinforced as he Is by so many professionals and 
laity anxious to he taught and In (urn lift dm they 
climb—the harvest shall he full and ripe to the sal¬ 
vation of man and the glory of God, 

The slumbering ages may tell of a story of bat* 
tie and blood, pf strife and (oil, of false plillosphy 
and pagan splendor, of crusades ami search for 
sacred tombs, of paintings almost rivaling nature, 
of sculpture defying all later limes to repeat, hut 
the great purpose of all Is not there, the mighty 
purpose of creation won left out and so It would 
have remained hut for n closer result! a heart pro¬ 
blem now to be at last solved—the betterment of 
man, the saving of the lowest, the bringing Lo* 
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gcllier of the world, tbe making of all hearts as 
that ttf a little child, for of such Is the kingdom of 
Heaven.

heritage* He Isa part of tb£ events of America's 
best centuries, and what he today Is despite 
the conditions around him and out of which be has

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come, will, in a large measure, forecast the status 
of the Negro of the Twentieth Century* 

African jungle, desert sands, wlerd, uncanny In¬ 
cantations and beliefs as to God, with a slavery" 
outdoing the servitude of Jehovah's chosen people 
under Egypt's proud Pharoah’fl were poor schools 
out of which to graduate successful competitors 
with the makers of the civilization of today. 

Out fortune’s ever turning wheel throughout the 
centuries has brought undreamed of changes in 
the lSegro*H life. He has not perhaps done all his 
most enthusiastic friends desired* because they 
were in many instances, reformers, idealists, 
dreamers, who measured cold blooded, commercial* 
ty seUlsli compeers by their own Individual stand* 



afds and expected these compeers to grant the 
Negro every opportunity and consideration they 
-(Ills friends) would grant* Posslblv loo he has 
been at fault himself- False leaders, who eared 
little for him and much less for right, have Injur¬ 
ed his cause! but In a larger measure well-meaning 
but misguided leaders have failed lodo their heart’s 
desire. It Is, however* gratifying to note that the 
Negro is discovering his mistakes In time anil in 
seeking, successfully so, to remedy these. 

His record since emancipation Is a hopeful one. 
The discouraging prophecies ^f enemies to a 
greater degree than the sanguinary predictions of 
friends have failed of realization* The conject¬ 
ures, that his emancipation meant ostracism by 
lih former masters and hence barbarism, have 
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been denied by hi* elUc society, today a credit to 
him and com part oc well with that of the white man 
similarly situated from a standpoint of wealth and 
education. 

His desire for coltnre, art, literature and science, 
his so-called mimicry of the refinement of other 
races now second and approximation first nature 
have proven his susceptibility to the most refined 
stales in an irPontroTcrtible way. If the Neper 
can do this before the echo of slave chain rattle diesi 
wbat may we not expect of hb progressive, ambi¬ 
tions children, when slavery becomes a talc that is 
told after the sleep of dead penemtions of the 
twentieth century? 

Politically, the Ncpro has run well for a season 
only. When a slave, hh master protected his body 
as does any man protect his real properly or live 
stock. When freed by clash of arms this ex-mas¬ 
ter unwillingly saw him elolhed with a citiicn s 
right*. Dot in a country where leaders are made 
and unmade by the people—no man without a vole 
can demand that which Is his due. Men generally 
contemn underlinps and Inferiors. They respect 
their equals. 

His friends who advocated his enfranchisement 
-did the only lopieol and just iblntr to he done at 
that time; otherwise he would have suffered more 
than he has. If the trite sayinp, republics ,nre 
never unpraleful, he true—then a race that jbad 
bled for the salvation of the republic only. yeilcr- 
day deserved and deserves as much right to Vole 
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to-day as does the man or men who did all In their 
power on ibis yesterday to destroy il- * 

The Continental Fathers fought because of taxa¬ 
tion without representation. The Negro's enfran¬ 
chisement wui In accord with American traditions 
and our national sense of Justice; but it Is rapidly 
passing a way i When the reputed fmudulfcnl 
President naycs withdrew bayonets and federal 
supporMlic dagger of the desperate ex-muster and 
the white man's ability to outgeneral the misguided 
Negro accomplished what to day Is seen In some 
sections politically* 

Ignorance succumbs to intelligence, brains rule 
the world* Educate the Negro intellectually every¬ 
where to know how to rightly cast his ballot! 
morally to be incorruptible In politics, to be no 
Esau for the while Jacob, and industrially to lake 
care of himself In the commercial world; and the 
Negro of the Twentieth century will recognize and 
scorn the corrupter's mess of pottage and bail; and 
hold forever bis political birth-right. 

1 am not sure that the education of the Negro 
has not been somewhat at fault. The object of 
education! aside from Its ethical value, Es the mak¬ 
ing of a good, successful citiicn and neighbor. Ills 
environment .will largely determine the education 
needed* 

When the son of the ex-mastcr was pushed 
through our greatest institutions of learning It was 
with a full knowledge of the fact that to him Is 
given fullest opportunity to strive for any eminence 
his genius and ability untrammelled might bring* 
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But lbe Negro frrrdman circumvented in a way 
making &ucji impossible was wrong as to the suc¬ 
cess of bin effort when he went wbolJj^ to the cla*si- 
caJ* the professional life. The hope of the race in in 
the mjusra. The hope of the masses In inductrial- 
i*m, the parent and forerunner of powerful com- 
merciaiiivm. We need only instance the Jews and 
olbcn to prove this facl. 

If we are all professional*, who^shall make the 
bread and butter? Who shall delve and pick, anil 
hew wood and carry water and be (he robust yco 
manry and artisans; while other* are lawyers and 
pbynirians; while some are powerful theologians 
and with the learned professor trace out (be Hos¬ 
iery of God** creations and note the soil of glow 
worlds in a trackless sea of sky and vastest void, 
or up in the domain of mighty silent thought ferret 
out the greatest mysteries of the Great Parent of 
us all? 

The Negro Is seeing this mistake* He sees It in 
the idleness of our youth upon the streets, the vice 
and crime resultant of the same, and he is getting 
out a new plan for his structure, A ncwarchitccfs 
drawing he has considered, lie has begun Ills 
building and is laying his corner stone as the twen¬ 
tieth century begins, Mark you, he begins this 
building at the bottom and not the top; and here he 
rectifies the mistake made by the first architect 
whose plana were accepted when the Emancipation 
became the fruition of the Magna Cbartn, I am 
pleased with the corner alone and huve tilts to say* 
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that if in the twentieth century ihh Negro makes 
as hU slogan these words—education, industry, 
truiWorth, honor and virtue, the winds may blow 
and bell upon this house hut It will not Talk 

Some question if the Twentieth Century Negro 
will be lynched and outraged continually as is the 
Negro of the present time: the answer Is problem¬ 
atical. It however in partially in bis hands. Let him 
educate and become useful, I do not mean by this 
lonav (bat lie Is always responsible for these lynch¬ 
ing* by his own wrong doings. But \n proportion 
as the Idle young Negro [a trained to be useful and 
Is steadily employed docs he become less sumccpti- 
blc to crime of any kind. I believe that at times he 
[s wrongfully accused,lynchers are notaJwayncon¬ 
cerned about the absolute proof of guilt when an 
individual is charged wilh crime. Out this I* 
especially true when the Negro Is accused. The 
crime of color with,some Individuals is all but 
heinous* This however in no apology for rapists 
and murderers, let them be punished; but aocord- 
lo law, If the country into be n law-abiding and 
law-governed country. None of these statements 
must be construed to mean that 1 believe that no 
Negroes are guilty of the vilest of crimes* No, No. 

I am sufficiently conversant with human nature and . 
human history to know that there la that of deprav¬ 
ity In some Individuals that lead* to the most un¬ 
speakable crimes. WI Incas the tales of barbarous 
out rage by conquering hordes, who have invaded 
citadels In other lands and In other times; witness 
the debauching of my race for two and one half 
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ctnlorii of ulaOT, lhu» giving to the nee colors 
froni blackest ebony lo almost alabaster white¬ 
ness- li slavery (anil I repent that which the best 
white nfen have said and written )*ome slaveholders 
saw bl ick linear turned away from tbeir doom; 
vchik'd! ey convrnictitly and with profit sold Ishmael . 
to the|* lave trader of that tiroe- 

Tbc?e thities we would fain forget; and none 
but self-res pectins Negroes can fully know how 
humiliated, cast-down, and bow wounded in heart 
and anguished of soul we feel when the dally 
papers brine the news of a Negro accused of these 
vile crimes. Immediately we feel that a trial by 
jurv should be bad and Ihe-guiliy one given tlie 
punishment commensurate with law and evidence. 

Out we are stunned, and made lo wonder what 1» 
to be the end of all, when our people ure burned; 
and mob fury is not satiated until Innocent, de¬ 
fenseless ones arc driven out of tlieir homes ond 
ibelr properly Is destroyed. A southern trovernor. 
though much mistaken and prejudiced as well 
regarding the benefit* of education for the Negro 
as evinced by hlsinauguralaildress.Istobc thanked 
by the Negro and commended by the American 
pucfplc for his prompt action in preventing mob- 
vudence lo Mississippi a few weeks ago. The In¬ 
activity of certain northern governors (with decid¬ 
edly pro-Negro speech making proclivities) is 
strangely In contrast with that of this man of con¬ 
tradicting personality—the state executive of 
Mississippi,

1 am sure that the are rage man would consider 
(air treatment in the main.to be the right to work 
untrammeled and unmolested, to have comfortable 
fare in places of travel and public, to have po llical 
liberty, the protection ot law.tbe right of Inal by a 
jury of hl» peers when chnrged with crime or mis- 

demeanor. |y . 

With such sentiments hs are set forth bV the 

Declaration of Independence anil embodied In ie 
Constitution of the United Stales as our national 
criterion, the above enumerated sentiments ore 
occditrUy true* 

If any man or set of men are denied these, accord ¬ 
ing lo American Mnndards, they arc treated un- 

^ Forme to nay that tlic respectable, aye, the best 
Negroes are often made to suffer Inconvenience 
and hardship, to accept the most a»aMi rmp > 
ment at the most meagre wages, when ambillous 
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and competent to do other work, for no other rea¬ 
son than that they arc Negroes, is a statement in 
support of which I can produce abundant evidence. 

This I bare seen time and again. 

We hare In many seclions^organiMtions which 
refuse lo accept the Negro as a member, and yet 
strike when he 1« employed to work with them, 
tiring as a reaftOfjThatJie is not a member of such 
organization. 

This seems lo me to be extremely hard when we 
consider Ibat the Negro laborer's love for his wife 
and children is as but the love of any other man 
for his family—the ones for whom death is street 
if by the same they live in happiness and security. 
This I would call unjust treatment. 

As lo the matter of comfort in places of travel, 
finite often are Negroes made to feel positive dis¬ 
comfort, being compelled to go hungry with money 
in their pockets when no one will sell to them. 
They are made to travel In second class coaches 
and "Jim Crow" cars, after paying the same fare 
as other passengers. 

The Negro who must thus escort or send his 
female relatives from one locality to another will 
hardly feel that such treatment is just. 

Again, the disfranchisement of the Negro Is, 
becoming so general that there seems In many sec¬ 
tions, not southern, a disposition lo acquiesce in 
the same. 

I am f]ulte sure that in America we all arc con¬ 
vinced that every cltlien should have a "free ballot 
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But to-day the greatest of all sufferings the 
Negro’* portion la the fad that In many localities 
ho U almost without protection of law or guarantee 
of life. To be aim ply accused of a crime now often 
meant* that bin life la in Jeopardy. Lynching* for 
that foulest of all crimen, outrage, have graduated 
Into burning* ami Inhuman torture, and now the 
Innocent Negro In at Ilmen tcrroriicil, driven from 
home and nometlme* mobbed becaugg of bln 
brother Negro's crime. Witness the Joplin mob, 
the Evansville and Danville mobn and many others. 

Permit me to soy that the plea for reasonable 
fare In public place* and travel In no appeal for the 
adoption of that conjure term, "nodal cciuaHty,’* 
used by Negro-baiters, or possibly dreamed of by 
a fow foollnhty ambitious Negroes. A man stltctt 
bis own fpm/uty’ or society. l do not believe sensible 
people believe such will bo In the remotest future 
an the term Is used—however, I think the rules 
of common fairness In a business and humane way 
should and will regulate this condition without 
any thought of social equality. 

Far be U from mo still more to make any excuse 
for outrage by nny-man upon the womanhood of 
either race, but let a speedy trial, conviction and 
punishment according to law be the portion of the 
guilty, that the whole of any race may not bo blamed 
for the sins of one man and subjected to a treat¬ 
ment pulling America In a light of shame before 
the world, thus making our appeal for the Jew* a 
joke,a meaningless plea In the eyes of other nations. 
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These arc the unjust attitude* HMunwl toward 
the Negro In far loo many sections for bln security 
.and happiness, or for the good name of our com¬ 
mon country. 

You ask, “Is he becoming a more useful clllien?'’ 
He is in a ureal measure. Statistic* prove that be 
is seeking education in the public school* and 
higher institution* of learning. 

He in getting a better grade of teachers for ht* 
schools, a more earnest, able set of preacher* for 
his pulpit, competent physicians to minister unto 
him In sickness, learned, eloquent lawyers to plead 
at the bar or protect hh affair* in equity. 

He pays taxes on over MKi million dollars worth 
of really holding*, exclusive of church nml school 
* properly, all amassed bv hard lalior and not very 
remunerative wage* since his emancipation. 

Tie ha* produced some statesmen, suclt^as 
Douglass, Bruce, Elliot, and White; orator* such 
a* Price, Brown, Mason and Darrlck;.educator* 
such as Payne, Mlchell, Pagennd the great apostle 
of Industrialism, Hooker T. Washington.

Toy tor, the musician; Ira Aldrlge, the tragedian;, 
Embry, the theologian, arc ours. 

Tanner has painted, Dunbar 1m* tuned his lyre 
and, touched by the muses, broken forth In song 
that dies no more. 

These arc the giants, tlie ones who have arisen to 
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noble height* and contributed to Hit sum loin] of 
America’s great achievements. 

There arc still million* >vbo, despite jgnoraljec 
and poverty, loll on, trust God, live honest live* 
and in humble home* do (he best they can orCnow. 

There arc Negro women by the thousands wBb 
toil over the washtub or ironing board and still IIvt 
true to home and love—whose every effort is for 
the weal and belter life of their children, 

„ There arc many thousands of Negro youth 
educated and refined who seek employment of the 
higher kind, and failing to secure the same, accept 
any honorable (oil, however menial, and cheerfully 
struggle and hope for better thing*. ■ 

I admit that many arc in Idleness and drift into 
crime; but oftlmes they hsVc been educated along 
the aesthetic lines and arc barred from all 
employment Lending toward or encouraging the 
same. 

Idleness ensues, and this means crime. 

We notice Negro criminality more because we 
arc beginning to expect more of him than his few 
year* of freedom and untoward environment would 
warrant. 

■ However,” I would not thus excuse the Negro 
loafer, I would have him learn the lesson of all 
races—particularly the Anglo-Saxon race—to work 
j .'it whatever 111* hands finds to do, to save a portion 
* of what he earns, however little, to rise from the 
lowly estate to a place of command. The Negro of 
respectability must not condone the offense* or 
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approvc the idleness af the Negro loafer and crimt* 
cal* since wv arc all to be derated in the eye* of the 
world only by an improvement of the criminal class 
as well as others, Being farthest behind In life's 
race, \re must work more zealously to lilt as vve 
climb, 

Thc*c ilh npoa the nation are but the result of 
slavery and must be Tor a time borne; and thus wilt 
toil and patience on the pari of all true Americans 
make better the situation now calling for calm 
thought and pure motives everywhere* 

It h* not an easy matter to assign any one satis¬ 
factory reason for the present race troubles. 

To begin with, tbc American people are expect¬ 
ing too much of the Negro, only forty years from 
slavery with Lis degrading, debauching influences 
of two and one'balf centuries. 

This was antedated by centuries of barbarism. 
No race similarly environed bos done more than 
has the Negro race. 

Because of proscription and lack of education he 
is of ten unable lo lake advantage of the situation 
around blvn a and thus at times rccium a burden to 
his white neighbor, and then comeii the desire lo 
cost him out from among the American people. 
Then the yellow journals and some rabid editors 
are publishing inflammatory articles about the 
Negro. 

Southern sentiment is working North, the 
hypocritical err of‘Let the South handle the 
problem In her own way'* la being listened to by 
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many—and such doctrines are slowly but surely 
having their effect* 

What is the way of the South? 

* The supplanting of the old slavery destroyed by 
■Sherman’s march to the sea and the silent hero, 
Grant, nod his legion* with a worse and mill more 
cowardly one-’MIm Crowbars, whltecaps Peon¬ 
age, the land lease system and the still worse hart, 
the wholesale slandering of the entire race as being 
worthless, dangerous and morally dangcratc, 

- There arc thousands of Negroes in every locality 
of consequence who are a dally refutation of this 
but charge. Ah lo whether there will finally be a 
race war, I answer “No.*’ The mere suggestion of 
a struggle of such sweeping significance ns that of 
a war upon no other principle than that of men 
fighting and destroying each other because of a 
difference in color in a thing that must not be, can- 
not be. The horrors of such n struggle both 
would fed. 

To conceive of the elviUicd world standing by in 
thin age while ten millions of human beings arc 
foughti conquered and slaughtered by seventy 
millions is a distorted mental picture not possible 
while conscience and reason live. 

To feel that the American white man would 
force the same Is lo doubt bh sanity and Chris¬ 
tianity, and to to feel that the Negro Is reckless 
enough to bring on the same Is to think him a mad¬ 
man, In such a struggle the Negro might finally 
be ties!roved, but the courage displayed by both 
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ncn in all America's wars would, inspired by the 
drsperation of such s conflict, lead to borrom worse 
Uun the French Revolution inviting the demolition 
of oar governmental fabric. 

I axn for peace, 1 want no war or strife. Some 
predict war. Despite predictions to the cont rary, 
ibis cannot be. No, unless God be dead and Christ 
a myth forevermore. 

As to your next query. may 1 say I believe It pos¬ 
sible to effect a better understanding between the 
races. 

1 cannot bring myself to that degree of pessim¬ 
ism that doubts the final triumph of rijjbt and 
justice. The laws ol the land provide for the 
same, the economy of Divine creation demands It. 
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Let the Negro minister preach the same Chris¬ 
tianity and love, take the same siand against crim¬ 
inals and mobs, and footer morality and education 
among his people. 

Let him teach the Negro that brain, character 
and property arc today our greatest need. Let 
him preach that, since wcure on trail, ur must all 
the more struggle to rise. 

Let all the race be as quick to have a Negro 
criminal punished, according to law as are any of 
the American people, and thus refute (bo charge 
that we uphold criminals and maintain a lower 
standard of morals than other races. 

The Negro needs more farmers and fewer loafers, 
more money and less poverty, more true manhood 
and less veneer and sham, more doctors and fewer 
quacks, more competent school teachers and fewer 
wage-drawing school keepers. In short, he must 
approach man’s highest standard and the demands \ 
of God everywhere. 

Then let the whites who would settle the ques¬ 
tion aright keep radical Negro haters away from 
Chautauquas, where the best means of settling the 
race quest ion are being discussed. Let them cense 
to give wide publicity la the sayings of unreason¬ 
able orators (who will not see anything good in os) 
whose high official position enables them to add 
fuel lu names already consuming our national tra¬ 
ditions and principles sacredly consecrated by the 
blood of patriots of both races since Knox was 
martyred at Dunker Hill or the Negro, Attacks, 
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jC U ets Germans* Tbi* will *H bring aboal 

the only wfottkw consistent with reason a ml our 
prt>«)( eiriUiatkn. 

La«4ilr, I aver that the races are to continue to 
rxi*t Mde by sideas American riiircns, emigration 
brine impossible. 

The Jamestown settlers came to America in 11*07, 
tbe Nee roes ln lhc PUSTi™ Fathers in IWO. 

Side by side, though as master ami slave, Ihcy have 
worked, suffered, fought and died. In peace I he 
Kecro has been faithful and helped to tunnel 
mountain*, dike seas, construct railroads, delve in 
the mines, cultivate Ihc soil and make his,brawn 
and sweat a pari of our country’" fabric- \ 

Jn war he has gever faltered, as will the bailie of 
Croton river in ihc Revolutionary war, New Orleans 
-10 the War of 1812, and the brave blacks or Fort 
Wagner, 01 us tec and mints of Petersburg, a,ul 
many other sanguinary fields of the civil War allcst- 
And Ihc Cuban soil, where sleep Ihc brave heroes 
ol the Ninth and Tenth regulars, the Twenty- 
fourth and Twenty fifth (Sec President Roose¬ 
velt's tribute) is hallowed with the ashes of 
Negro cx-slavcs and their children, all saying 
to America that the strong black arm and brave 
bear! of let! millions of her clfhtcns will be given 
gladly for her sake. 

—AjTtij cannot such a people remain here in peace 
• and security? 

Th«c-_plcad, entreat us not lo leave these hills 
and irv mantled cliffs, made by nature lowers and 
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citadels to human liberty and freedom. We cAonot 
gather the tears and groans of near three centuries 
and the bleached bones of our loved ones in can?V 
brake and cotton patch" or on battle field, left 
there for all these years. These we would want 
with us as a memorial.

I am convinced that by the adoption of the right 
methods the two races will exist side by side 
peacefully without social equality, but as loyal
